CnrcAOO, jJTov. 10.—Tha presence of tho 


militia in the stock yards is having a salutary 
effect upon the more turbulent characters of 
tho striking butchers. Tuesday -the militia 
wore deployed on all tho adjacent thorough- 
fares and formed a complete cordon about 
tho yards for the purpose of protecting men 
going to wort. In consoquonco of these pro- 
cautions thoro were no coses reported of 
"slugging" non-union mon in tho town of 
Lake, although tho strikers wore out in groat 
force on the SD-octs, standing around in tho 
rain discussing tho important movement they 
Imd entered upon. 
They vented their wrath 


by cidling the non-unionists hard nnnios nnd 
occasionally hurling an obnoxious word at 
tho militia and police. Employes of tho 
packing houses who livo in tho city wore un- 
fortunately unprotected while going to work, 
and several ot them wero assaulted by the 
strikers beforo they could roach tho militia 
lines. 
Throe men wore 
severely boaton 


beforo tho police could rescue them from tho 
mob. 
Tho loaders of tho niob were not ar- 


rested, although tho police hunted Tor them 
high and low. A detail from tho First 
cavalry roginiont went on duty at the yards 
"U'ednesday morning. This move comes of a 
demand to have on tha ground a troop of 
mounted mon for tho purpaso of putting a 
stop to desultory depredations that are con- 
stantly being committed by men who manage 
to escape before they can bo arrested. 


Now men to take tho places of the strikers 


have arrived, iu considerable numbers, nnd 
largo gangs aro expected soon. From present 
appearances thoro is no prospect of an im- 
mediate termination of tho strike.

date little Sitkans, whose dignity belied tlio 
riotous spirit that had nindo thorn tho Illo ot 
tho ship on tho way up. 


XO PLACE LIKE noirK 


U~e also brought home a littlcillussinn chap 


who had been working down (it Fort Wrang- 
oll, and having made a fortune—it was a for 
tune in his eyes—ho was coming buck to staj 
iu the land of his nativity. 
Ho was quiet 


enough on shipboard; indeed, ho had almost 
escaped observation until wo sighted Sitka 
but then his heart could contain itself no 
longer, and he mado confidants of torero! of 
us to whom Uc had spoken never a -word untii 
this moment. How glad ho was to pfreet its 
solemn shores, to him no doubt tho dearest 
spot in all tho earth. A fow hours Inter wo 
met him. Ho was swinging on tho gato at tho 
homestead in tho edgo of tho town—a sweet, 
primitive piaco that caught our eye boforo the 
youngster caught our ears with his cheerful 
greeting. 


"Oh, I so glad!" said he, with a mist ia his 


oyo that harmonized with everything else, 
make ?SO in four month at IVrangcN, My 


not know mo when I get homo. I so 


glad to come Lack to Sitka. I not go away 
anymore." Of course wo pourix! out of tho 
ship in short order and spread through the 
town liko ants. At tho top or the dook is tbe 
Northwest Trading company's store—hov,- wo 
learned to know these, establishments. Some 
scoured it for a first choice Olid got the pick 
of tho wares, but.hcrc. as elsewhere, we found 
;ho sauio motley collection of semi-barbaric 
bric-a-brac—brilliantly painted Indian pad. 
dies spread liko a sunburst against the farther 
wall; heaps of wooden masks and all tho fan- 
tastical carvings such as tho aborigines de- 
ight in and iti which they almost excel. Up 
the main street of tho town is another store, 
where a sories ot largo rooms overflowing 
with curios fairly bewilders the purchaser of 
grotesque wares. 


TUB CASTLE AND THE CHCnCIT 


At tiio top of Katalnn's rock, on tho edgo 


of tho sea, stands tho Colonial castle. It is a 
luge wooden structure, looking more liko a 
Barrack than a castle. At tho foot of the 
rock are tho barracks and custom bouse. A 
ihin sprinkling of marines, a fow foreign- 
ooking citizens—the-fuU-fledged Husk of the 
unmistakable typo Is hard to find nowadays— 
and troupes of Indians givo a semblance of 
ifo to this quarter. At tho top of tho street 
stands tho Hussion Orthodox church, and this 
structure, with its quaint tower and spire, Ls 
really the lion of tho place.

-hick moss and deep beds of dead leaves filled 
he hollows between tho logs; but this log, 
learly thrco feet in diameter, was above 
them nil, nnd out of it—from a seed" no 
doubt imbedded in tho bark—had sprung a 
:rco that is to-day as great in girth as tho log 
;hat lies prostrate beneath its roots. 
These 


nighty roots have clasped that log in nnever- 
asting embrace and struck down into tho soil 
>elow. You can conjecture bo*v long the log 
ia.s been lying there in that tangle of mighty 
oots—yet tho log is to-day as sound a bit cf 
.imbcr as ono is likely to find any where.—

PLAYERS HARD TO 
PLEASE 


An t'mpiro Tcll» Wlmt Ho Known About 


Clivoitle B:uu:ball Klckors- 


Now tho ficieuco of pitching curved balk 


has been carried so far that it is often diffi- 
cult to docido whether tbo boll has actually 
.'one over the plato or not. 
As it leaves tho 


pitcher's Iniid-i tho ball may look as if it was 
mini: many inches to ono sido or the other. 
But just before it reaches tho plato it curves 
—inward or outward, as tho caso may be— 
and shoots over tbo plate just where the 
butter wanted it. It may deceive the batter 
until too late, it may even deceive the umpire, 
hut it is almost certain to deceive the out- 
siders vbo are 'lot «> close to the plate and 
have, not the some opportunity of judging. 


Suppose you call this a strike. It the batter 


to one of tho visiting team, the crowd re- 
ceives your decision with noisy delight ilo 
kiok-i ami the crowd hisses him. 
But if ho 


belon'-s to the home club tho crowd desiru to 
kill you and wish you an unpleasant time in 
tlie next world. Or a batsman D) running to 
first IMISO after a hit 
The ball is fielded and 


thrown to the baseman. 
It is difficult to suy 


which gets thero first, ball or runner. One 
impartial man might think the ball was first, 
another might think thu runner. But tbo 
crowd is not impartial. 
It makes up its mind 


accordinc tu its preferences, and il your de- 
cision favors tho home nino it applauds you, 
i[ not it hisses you. In any event you have 
to stand the kicking ot the nino who lose by 
your decision. 


Indeed, one of the worst enemiesof the um- 


pire is the kicking player. In most instances 
it Ls he who Rives the audienco tho cue for 
kicking. There are players, of course, wto 
never say a word or mate a move that would 
lead tbo audience to believe they were dis- 
satisfied with tho umpire's rulings. 
But I 


know others who recogni-« the fact that an 
umpire may ba "rattled" by tho hooting of 
spectators, and so deliberately raise a dis- 
turbance with that object in view. 


Others again, are chronic kickers, who can- 


not help giving vent to their feelings iu the 
excitement of tho moment, and who, otter the 
came, aro repentant and beg tho umpire's 
pardon Cor their conduct. 
I have often been 


asked: "Why don't you fine such men?" »VeU, 
an old bal! player doesn't like to be hard on 
his former brethren. Besides, even it hf> does 
overcome his reluctance, ho cannot bo suro 
that the fino will be paid. Tho club to which 
the player belongs does not always, not even 
usually, take tho part of tho umpire. Instead 
of exacting tho penalty, they often do their 
best to remove the offending umpire from his 
position.—Joseph J. Ellick in Lippmcott's.
